president’s address 


I write at the New Year, when the news media are taken up with reflections on the past decade, and many 
comments note significant changes in Canadian universities. Such observations have a particular application 
to this university which, in 1960, was operating under denominational auspices, with an enrollment of 
1,000. Discussions about future structure were just beginning, and the great increase in enrollment, — as it 
turned out, five-fold in ten years - was only dimly perceived. Few had any suspicion of the tremendous 
changes of the 1960's, with new faculties, departments, and programs at the honours and postgraduate 
level. And few could have predicted the major shifts of opinion across a wide spectrum of fundamental 
issues, prompted by developments within Canada and abroad. 

At this moment in history, there is much puzzling evidence that there is a flight from reality, a passing 
enchantment with the irrational, however fanciful, on the part of many, especially younger people. A 
pessimist might find the sudden surge of interest in astrology, the ancient Chaldaean superstition, to be a 
symptom of our age. 

Against this background, the traditional role of the university, in emphasizing the importance of evidence 
for the formation of responsible opinion, becomes even more important. There are times when I would 
settle for this as the function of the university, even to the neglect of any other! At the University of 
Windsor we have not ignored this aim, especially in our efforts during the past year to involve an increasing 
number of students and staff in the determination of university procedures and policies. The process is not 
yet complete, but I would single it out as the achievement of the past year.

Incorporation, a word often considered alien when used in 
connection with a Student Council, is a term which has had great 
use this year at the University of Windsor. In late September of 
1969, the students of this university approved by referendum the 
establishment of two corporations: the Students' Administrative 
Council, University of Windsor and Student Media, University of 
Windsor in accordance with proposed Letters Patent and By-Laws* 

Various interpretations have from time to time been applied to 
these particular incorporations and for this reason I shall endeavour 
to present here a definitive and concise statement concerning each 
of the corporations. 

The members of the Students' Administrative Council corporation 
will be those elected for a one^year term by the students of the 
University of Windsor. Elections held in March of each year, will 
see a continuation of the system of representation by faculty or 
school as has been in effect since 1967. The board of directors of 
the corporation will consist of the President, Vice-President — 
Secretary, Finance Commissioner and up to six other members of 
the Students' Administrative Council, The board of directors shall 
have no power over the decisions of council and shall function only 
as required by law. Two major alterations in the present system 
will come into effect with incorporation. The President of 
Students' Council will now act as a voting chairman of the council 
replacing the non-voting appointed Speaker. By the laws of the 
Province of Ontario the President, Vice-President-Secretary and 
Finance Commissioner of the Corporation must be twenty-one 


years of age or over and must be British subjects. 

The Student Media Corporation will consist of nine members. They 
are the Editor of the Lance, the Editor of the yearbook, the Editor 
of Generation, the manager of the radio station, the director of the 
Central Ad Bureau, a representative of the Alumni Association, the 
President, Vice-President-Secretary, and Finance Commissioner of 
Students 1 Administrative Council New editors and managers will 
be selected in March of each year by the outgoing members of the 
corporation. The Board of Directors of this corporation will consist 
of the President, Vice-President-Secretary, Finance Commissioner 
of Students' Administrative Council, and up to three additional 
members of the corporation. Here again the board shall have no 
power over the corporation and shall function only as required by 
law. As it has been in the past, the editors and managers shall be 
individually responsible for the content of their publication or 
presentation. 

In summary then, we hope that incorporation of your student 
government and media in this fashion will primarily make them 
more responsive to the individual student. As well as enabling both 
bodies to function as separate legal entities, we look forward to a 
more responsible and efficient management of student affairs by 
incorporating, I am sure that in the coming year, we shall all 
experience benefits from incorporation and I sincerely hope that 
any suggestions regarding the corporations would be 
communicated to me at your convenience. 
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a trying but successful term 

The major issues of this year have revolved around student 
participation in university government The voice of the student 
body has been heard at practically every level. In the Senate, we 
spoke out against a proposed curling rink and for an improvement in 
academic facilities. Students now help in the formulation of 
university development plans. We have had representatives on 
committees of the Board of Governors, John Gunning's efforts on 
the Parking Committee being the most notable. Full student 
membership on the Board is presently under negotiation and the 
outcome appears favourable. Most of our problems have arisen from 
representation on the departmental level where students are treading 
upon faculty “holy ground”. Our philosophy of participation 
includes a definite voice in the hiring, firing, and promoting of 
faculty, many of whom are still unwilling to accept student criticism 
of their abilities (although only the Lord knows who else is in the 
classroom to make such an evaluation). Suffice it to say that in 
many areas, the student body has been recognized as having a 
competent and responsible part to play in the development of our 
academic community. 

My efforts this year have been directed toward opening up these 
areas of participation and encouraging capable students to take pan 
in the decision-making process. With the other executive members, I 
have attempted to build a programme which would improve the 
academic environment as much as possible, and make your year here 
as pleasant and enjoyable as possible. I'd like to thank you all for the 
opportunity of serving and working for your interests, and I urge 
you to help my successor by making your views or your suggestions 
known to him. 

I hope that the past year has proven fruitful, and I pray that the 
University of Windsor serves as your stepping stone to a meaningful 
and satisfying life.

law fraternity 


On March 14, 1969 a milestone was reached in the Phi Alpha Delta 
Law Fraternity with the installation of the Sir John A. Macdonald 
Chapter at the University of Windsor, Faculty of Law. This was 
the first P.A.D. Active Chapter Charter granted outside the 
continental limits of the United States. 

On the 18th of February, a group of 18 law students and one 
professor, Judge Thomas G. Zuber of the University of Windsor 
Faculty of Law, formally petitioned the National Executive Office 
of P.A.D. requesting the establishment of an Active Chapter at the 
university. 

The new Active Chapter of P.A.D. was named after the late Sir 
John Alexander Macdonald. Born in 1815, Sir John was articled 
by George Mackenzie of Kingston, Ontario. In 1835 he opened his 
own practice there and in 1836 was admitted to the Bar. Before 
running for a local government office eight years later, Sir John 
acquired a considerable professional reputation and established 
himself as a respected and popular citizen of Kingston. In 1867 Sir 
John was elected as Canada's first Prime Minister. He was opposed 
to oligarchial rule and religious privilege; though he was in favour 
of the cultural duality of Canada. He was fully prepared to 
consider new commercial policies rather than follow annexation 
programmes proposed by his opponents. Sir John's 
contribution to Canadian nation building was nothing less than the 
bringing together of all the divergent factors in Canada - the result 
being the union of the whole of British North America into a 
general confederation called Canada. He died in 1891. 

The formal initiation ceremonies of the charter members of the 
Macdonald Chapter were held at the Essex County Courthouse in 
Windsor. The active brothers were: John E. Kingsmill, William B. 
Stead, Nicholas P.G. Kapelos, Paul H. Macklin, Avrom W. Brown, 
Roger L. Clark, Paul M. Champagne, David A. Crowe, Gregory T. 
Evans, Jr., Gordon T. Gardner, William E. Kelley, Walter N. Lalka, 
Robert D. McMullen, John F. O'Donnell, Donald F. Sayles, Juhn 
Siimes, Robert B. Wilson and Judge Thomas G. Zuber. 

Those representing the Fraternity at the initiation were: Supreme 
Justice Henry C. Rohr, Associate Tribune Kenneth C. Segal, 
District IX Justice Lawrence S. Turner and Special Assistant to the 
Supreme Justice Frank J. McCown. A delegation of brothers from 
neighbouring law schools in Michigan attended also. 


Following the formal installation and initiation ceremonies, a 
reception was held at the Seaway Inn. 

Macdonald Chapter officers installed during the reception were: 
John E. Kingsmill, Justice; Wm. Brian Stead, Vice-Justice; Hugh C. 
Mitchell, Clerk; Nicholas G.P. Kapelos, Treasurer and Paul H. 
Macklin, Marshal. Judge Thomas G. Zuber was the first Faculty 
Advisor. 

The first Macdonald Chapter honourary members to be initiated 
during the following year will be: the Rt. Hon. John Diefenbaker, 
former Prime Minister of Canada; the Hon. Paul Martin, Senate 
Leader of the Government; and the Hon. John P. Robarts, Prime 
Minister of Ontario, initiated in Sept. 1969.
